Victory in the 
North West 

British National Party 132,094 votes (8.0%) - ONE SEAT GAINED 


N ICK Griffin MEP, now 
represents the people of 
39 local authorities across the 
North West of England. 

Back in 2004, the Chairman of the 
British National Party narrowly 
missed out on being elected to 
Brussels but this time there was no 
mistake as the Party's vote soared 
by 1.6% to ensure the BNP won 
one of the eight seats on offer. 
Burnley provided the highest 
percentage of support at 14.6%, 
but it was the big votes in the

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large population centres across 
the region that helped get Nick 
elected. 

Votes like the 6,549 (13.2%) 
in Tameside, our second best 
vote on the night. The massive 
7,517 in Wigan which was 11.8% 
and the BNP performance 
in both Manchester (6,796) 
and Liverpool (5,398), which 
although below the 8% needed 
for victory, was a significant 
improvement on last time. 

There were worries that the two 
new authorities of Cheshire 
West and Cheshire East would 
reduce our vote share, but even 
though we were well short of the 
8% needed, votes of 4,785 and 
5,162 were enough to keep us in 
contention. 

Oldham (5,435), Rochdale (4,905) 
and Salford (4,818) all played a vital 
part in the BNP's success as did 
the local authority with the most 
improved vote in the whole of the 
North West. 

At the last European Elections, the 
British National Party in Copeland 
in Cumbria polled just 5% of the 
vote. This time around it was 
12.4%, the third best BNP vote in 
the region. 



B ARNSLEY BNP have written 
themselves into British 
National Party folklore after 
they delivered a stunning result 
at the European Elections. 

The last time around in June 
2004, the British National Party 
vote in Barnsley was 7.9%. This 
time it was 16.7% - 8,543 votes - 
the third best BNP percentage in 
the entire country. 

So stunned was the Establishment 
at the support for the British 
National Party in Barnsley that 
it was featured on BBC TV in its 
Election Night Special and then 
later on news bulletins. 

While Barnsley led the way, it was 
well supported by the rest of South 
Yorkshire with Rotherham on 9,695 
votes (15.4%), Doncaster 8,921 
(11.8%) and Sheffield 12,607 (10.0%) 
- all polling above the required 9.5% 
to get Andrew Brons elected. 

There was another massive vote 
in Wakefield 9,108 (13.2%) and in 
Kirklees where, despite the rapidly 
changing demographics of the 
borough, 11,626 people still voted 
BNP, which was 11.4%. 


But as with the North West it was 
down to the verdict of Yorkshire's 
large population centres as to 
whether the British National Party 
gained the precious victory. 

In Bradford, the BNP vote was 
10.330 - 9.4% of all those who 
voted but probably nearer 20% of 
traditional Brits. In Leeds there was 
an incredible 17,375 BNP votes 
which was just over 10% and more 
than enough to send Andrew Brons 
to the European Parliament.

BNP wins first three 
county councillors 


B ACK in 2002, It was in Burnley 
that the British National Party 
hit the headlines when we gained 
our first three borough councillors. 

So it was fitting that the media spot¬ 
light should once again focus on the 
former mill town in the North West 
of England when Sharon Wilkinson 
became the first ever elected British 
National Party county councillor. 

The BNP now has well over 100 local 
councillors at borough level and 
below, but wining a county seat is 
much more difficult. 

The contests are for whole electoral 
divisions which in most cases contain 
a number of wards, making them 
much bigger and of less interest to 
an already disillusioned electorate. 


Sharon's victory in Padiham and Burn¬ 
ley West and the other Lancashire 
County Council results in Burnley are 
a testament to the hard work of the 
local branch and the growing popu¬ 
larity of the BNP in the town. 

Back in 2005 when these elections 
were last contested Sharon came 
third in her ward behind the Lib- 
Dems and more than a thousand 
votes behind Labour's victor, Marcus 
Johnstone.This time she finished 200 
votes ahead of him. 

The five other seats contested in 
Burnley also saw an increase in the 
BNP vote share. 

The second victory came in the East 
Midlands where Graham Partner was 
elected to a Leicestershire county 


council seat. 

Graham is already a hard-working 
BNP District councillor for North West 
Leicestershire and now he steps up to 
represent Coalville at county level. 
There were three other BNP votes 
over 25% in Leicestershire and 
another three in Derbyshire. 

Our third and final county council 
victory came in the East of England 
where Deirdre Gates provided prob¬ 
ably the biggest shock of the day 
when taking the South Oxhey seat 
on Hertfordshire County Council. 

It was the first time the BNP had 
fought the seat although Pat Dunne 
is a local BNP councillor and Deirdre 
herself narrowly missed out on being 
elected in May 2008.

This offensive 
leaflet has not been produced by me 
or the British National Party." 

The Sun ignored this although it did 
remove the story from its website 
after the Gurkha Justice Campaign 
denounced the leaflet as a forgery. 

It issued a statement saying: 

"The persons who created the leaf¬ 
let are despicable for their use of 
a fallen Gurkha's photograph in the 
furtherance of their political goals." 
The Sun refused to publish a retrac¬ 
tion or apology during the run-up to 
polling day because it didn't want to 
boost support for the BNP. 

Adam Walker is now demanding a full 
and prominent apology and substan¬ 
tial damages from the newspaper. 


T HE British National Party staged 
the most spectacular press 
conference it has ever presented 
on Monday 11 th May. 

It was held in Thameside Theatre in 
Grays which was packed with local 
and European election candidates 
and the largest contingent of media 
representatives to ever attend a BNP 
election launch. 

The conference was opened by 
Deputy Chairman Simon Darby, who 
introduced a film which showcased 
the BNP's increasingly professional 
background operation. 

There followed a series of short 
speeches, each illustrated by images 


projected onto the cinema screen. 
The first was from Jim Dowson, the 
Party Fundraiser, who announced 
that thanks to the generosity of our 
donors, the BNP was spending more 
on this campaign than on all the 
previous campaigns put together. 
Emma Colgate, the BNP's National 
agent, went into some detail on what 
we were spending the money on and 
showed images of the billboards, 
newspaper ads, innovative on-line 
publicity and text advertisements 
that were being used. 

Eddy Butler, the National Organiser 
and National Elections Officer went 
through some of the facts and figures 


of our campaign. 

The BNP was fielding over 450 local 
candidates (compared to 39 last 
time county council elections were 
contested in 2005) with a full slate of 
75 candidates in Essex. 

The Party was fighting three 
Mayoral elections (in Hartlepool, 
North Tyneside and Doncaster), and 
contesting numerous by-elections as 
well as the 69 candidates contesting 
the European Elections.

Media pack North West launch 


T HE North West and Yorkshire 
held its own press conference to 
launch the BNP's European Election 
campaign in the two regions. 

Sky News, the BBC and ITN News were 
all in attendance along with a dozen 
or so journalists to hear speeches 
from Andrew Brons and Nick Griffin 
before being given the chance to fire 
questions at the two candidates. 

The footage shot at this event, held 
in a plush hotel on the outskirts of 
Manchester, will now have a special 


place in the media's archives as three 
weeks later both Nick and Andrew 
won a seat each in the European 
Parliament. 

Martin Wingfield briefed the media 
on the progress of the British 
National Party's campaign and its 
overall goal. 

"It is a black and white issue," 
he said. "If we win a seat in the 
European Parliament the campaign 
has been a success, if we don't it 
will have been a failure." 


B RITAIN'S tabloid newspapers 
are already held in pretty low 
esteem by the public, but know¬ 
ingly telling lies for political gain 
is sinking to new depths.

Gurkha forgery 
leaves a stain on 
tabloid iournalism 
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Call centre fields 
69,133 enquiries 


I T WAS thanks to a new £30,000 
Voice IP Integrated Telephone 
System that the British National 
Party's call centre was able to field 
69,133 calls in the three weeks 
prior to the elections on June 4th 
and the week afterwards. 

During that frenetic month, 10 
administration staff, 13 telephonists 
and six speed typists were working 
flat out to process the calls from 
members of the public wanting to 
find out more about the BNP, join the 
Party or just make a donation. 


After the European Election 
broadcast there were nearly 30,000 
calls and although only a fraction 
could be answered, the numbers 
of all the people calling in were 
recorded on sophisticated software 
so that their calls could be returned 
when staff became free. 

For those processing 
the incoming mail 
which is still flooding 
in, there is help 


from an automated letter opening 
machine as well as an automated 
letter inserter. 

Now, with the rush over, the call 
centre has just six telephonists, but 
there are still enough call returns to 
do to keep them busy till the end of 
the year. 

The income from the centre is 
equally impressive. In the first 
two weeks in June, £27,000 was 
taken in memberships, £4,100 in 
Freedom subscriptions and £4,000 in 
donations. 

The call centre 
recorded a surge in 
new members when 
Nick Griffin and 
Andrew Brons were 
attacked outside the 
Houses of Parliament. 
The actions of 
the Labour Party 
sponsored thugs 
clearly enraged the 
public and between 
2.30pm and 6.00pm, 
100 people joined the 
British National Party 
for the first time. 

And there's certainly no let up in the 
work of the fund-raising department. 
At the end of June, the first appeal 
since our European and County 
Council Election victories was sent 
out. It was the biggest fund-raising 
mail-out in the history of British 
Nationalism.

P REPARING the British National 
Party's European election 
address in order for it to be accepted 
by the Royal Mail for delivery to 
every home in England, Scotland 
and Wales, was a massive task. 

It involved dealing with 29 million 
leaflets which meant that a huge 
warehouse had to be rented in 
order to complete the process and 
volunteers had to be called upon to 
come in and help. 

This logistics 'nightmare' was, 
however, in the safe hands of Richard 
Lumby, the East Birmingham BNP 
organiser, who has a wealth of 
experience in dealing with such 
distribution headaches. 

Over a period spanning two weeks, 
hundreds of British National Party 
members gave up their time to travel 
to the warehouse to help split the 


boxed leaflets, which had just arrived 
from the printers, into packs of one 
hundred and then repackage them 
into postal code addressed boxes. 
This was a really labour-intensive 
but vital job and couldn't have been 
achieved without an endless stream 
of enthusiastic helpers. 

These boxes were then regrouped 
into Royal Mail sorting office delivery 
points which were located all around 
the warehouse. 

It was quite an incredible 
achievement with people arriving 
for five day spells and working 12 
hours a day. Bed and breakfast 


accommodation was laid on for 
helpers and a 'cafe'was set up in the 
warehouse to provide the workforce 
with refreshments. 

Richard Lumby was full of praise for 
his army of volunteers. 

"These people are the true heroes of 
this election campaign," he said. 
"When our members look backon the 
election and savour the hard-fought 
for victories, they must remember 
that without the effort and sacrifice 
of this depot's volunteers, the 
campaign would not have come 
together in the way that it did. 

"We owe them a debt of gratitude."

An army of volunteers 
prepare 29 million BNP 
leaflets for despatch 
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by Martin Wingfield 

B Y a quirk of fate, at half past 
two on the morning of June 
8th Nick Griffin and his BNP team 
were sitting around a table at 
Manchester's City Hall awaiting 
the result from Oldham. 

The results system had broken down 
around an hour earlier and it was 
only by manual calculations that we 
had any idea of where we stood and 
whether we were still in with a chance 
of winning that final North West seat 
for the European Parliament 
We knew that the Tories had more 
than three times our vote, so they 
would take one of the final two seats. 
The Greens and us were neck and 
neck and UKIP were ready to pounce 
and pip us both on the line. 
Everything depended on the returns 
from Oldham, and while the result 
had been declared hours earlier, the 
figures had not been sent through to 
Manchester. 

It was back in Oldham at the 2001 
General Election that the British 
National Party, and Nick Griffin in 
particular, hit the headlines when 
he polled 16% in one of the town's 
two parliamentary constituencies. 
For the next few years Oldham was 
a flagship town for the BNP with 
a string of excellent local council 
election results and a growing local 
BNP branch. 

But then our activity in the town had 
dwindled, until a former resident 
Roy Goodwin, although living in 
Blackpool, took over at the helm 
of the local branch. For the past 
18 months Roy and his team have 
worked hard, leafletting twice a

week to hold on to and reassure the 
British National Party supporters in 
the town which is something every 
BNP member is indebted to them for.

whether NickGriffin would beelected 
to the European Parliament. 

It was a tense wait while this final 
result sheet was delivered. We were 
6,000 odd votes short of our 132,900 
target and were desperate for at 
least an 8% vote. And Oldham did us 
proud with a vote share of over 11% 
- 5,435 votes, nearly 3,000 more than 
the Greens, and close enough to the 
UKIP vote to ensure that Nick took 
his seat in Brussels. 

It's ironic that it was the votes from 
the people of Oldham that delivered 
the final and necessary result to 
ensure the British National Party's 
breakthrough into the mainstream 
of British politics. That's because 
our opponents, including Oldham 
East MP Phil Woolas, have always 
showcased Oldham as "the town 
where the British National Party were 
defeated." 

The reality, as the European 
election result proved, is 
something quite different.

I N LESS than eleven months there will be a General 
Election and in any of the Parliamentary seats that 
come under the ten local authorities listed below, the 
British National Party might have the slimest of chances 
of gaining representation in Westminster.

The list shows the vote share we gained in each of these 
authorities at the European Elections. It is, of course, well 
short of what is needed to win a seat at the General Election, 
but there is something else to factor into these returns. 

It's what I call the 'disillusioned vote 7 , the support for the UK 
Independence Party in the European Election which could 
well all but disappear as it did five years ago after their similar 
spectacular Euro vote. 

Some of this support (in the brackets above) will go back to the 
Tories from where it came, but the lion's share will be up for 
grabs and the British National Party can capitalise on this. 

In many of the local authorities above, when the disillusioned 
vote is added to the BNP's support, you have a vote share that 
is approaching 40% and in a well balanced contest where the 
three main parties are fully campaigning, that could well be 
be a winning percentage. 

These are exciting times but the British National Party 
can only make further progress if the hard work for the 
General Election starts now. 

In the Parliamentary constituencies where we are in with an 
outsider's chance we need to have the best candidate selected 
and in place as soon as possible, the campaign strategy needs 
to be planned and the work got under way. 

After our European Election victories and our successes in 
the County Council elections we are on a 'win/win' footing 
for the General Election. No one expects us to win a seat 
under the first past the post system so we can give it all we 
have got and not lose any of our newly gained electoral 
credibility if we fall short of our goal.

The day Croydon 
BNP went to Calais

A T the beginning of June five 
intrepid British National Party 
activists from Croydon boarded 
a ferry from Dover to Calais to 
take the BNP's protest over bogus 
asylum seekers to France. 

Calais was once a charming town but 
today it is under siege from an army 
of young Asians and Africans who 
are using it as a base from which to 
try to enter Britain. 

In Rue des Garennes there's now 
a rapidly growing shanty town 
known as "The Jungle." 

It's just outside a traditional suburb 
of Calais with attractive houses and 
well kept gardens. Sadly most of the 
local businesses have been forced to 
close and the area has the feel of a 
ghost town. 

At the docks a BNP banner saying 
"Britain is full" was unfurled so that 
they could be seen by passengers 
aboard the incoming and outgoing 
ferries, and by the many people who 
were at the beach. It was so popular 
that some passers-by even stopped 
to video it. 

We then moved on to a roundabout 
near to the port and the response 
here from the passing motorists, both 
tourists and locals, was quite over¬ 
whelming with horns hooting and 
thumbs-up signs being given.

kitchens were starting to arrive.

T HE British National Party's 
celebration meeting at the 
New Kimberley Hotel on Black¬ 
pool's seafront was much more 
than just a 'ra-ra' victory rally. 
The speeches provided a mine of 
information for the 300 delegates 
and were all delivered in a manner 
that kept the audience enthralled. 
The meeting was opened by Simon 
Darby who introduced Martin 
Wingfield who provided a detailed 
analysis of the European and 
County Council election results. 
Martin concluded his address: 

"Our success is down to you. It is 
because of the hard work of our 
activists that we achieved our vic¬ 
tories and I would like to thank you 
for your efforts." 

New MEP Andrew Brons, said that 
other parties representing Britain 
in the European Parliament are the 
implacable enemies of everything 
pertaining to the maintenance of 
British identity. 

"Institutionalised treason" 

Andrew said that his first visit to the 
European Parliament building had 
confirmed his impression that the 
whole structure had been put into 
place to institutionalise treason. 
"Even the main aisles inside the hid¬ 
eous architecture of the building are 
named after leading traitors from 
each European nation," he said. 
"Furthermore, the lavish opulence of 
the place is designed to draw weak- 
willed people into compliance with 
the treason." 

Jim Dowson gave an overview of 
the Party's administration and 
financial situation reporting that 
the final turnover for this year 
will be in the region of £1.5 which 


shows just how dramatic the BNP's 
growth has been. 

"In 2007, the Party ended the year

"Take on the media" 

Paul Golding reported on the BNP's

media when it told lies about us. Paul 
detailed the successful campaigns 
of the past 12 months and promised 
more of the same in the run-up to 
the General Election. 

Nick Griffin in his speech said that it 
was vital for Party activists to get out 
and build on the popularity of our 
organisation. 

"We need to throw ourselves back 
into the fray with renewed vigour 
and energy. We don't need to argue 
the case against immigration any¬ 
more. We don't need to argue about 
the Iraq War, or about the EU or any 
of the other issues upon which we 
campaigned. 

"We don't need to argue them any¬ 
more - we have won the argument. 
Everyone agrees with us. What we 
have to do now is get out there and 
show the public that we are the only 
people offering the policies that they 
want and that the British National 
Party gives them winners. 

"The dam wall has been broken, 
and the waters of truth will flow out 
over this country to correct all that is 
wrong with our land," he concluded 
to a standing ovation.
